ONE: INJURES 16 
J. Clifford Turpin’s Machine 


Dashes Into Grandstand 
at Seattle. 


CIDENT ENDS THE MEET 


Seattle, Wash., May 30.—J. Clifford Turpin, 
the aviator, dashed into the grand stand at 
The Meadows in his first effort at filght to- 
day, fatally injuring a man and a child and 
less seriously injuring fifteen other persons, 
six of them women. 

The man and child who were fatally hurt 
were taken to the county hospital, where the 
man died. He was not identified. 

Both Turpin and Phil Parmalee, his part- 
ner, declare the accident was caused by a 
spectator, who ran across the track in front 
of Turpin as he was headed north prepara- 
tory to rising. The aeroplane was traveling 
at fifty miles an hour and Turpin tilted the 
right wing in order to miss the man. 


Accident Ends the Meet. 

Turpin was cut over the left eye and was 
unconscious for several minutes. He is not 
badly hurt. The meet was called off. 

When Turpin swerved his machine it 
seemed it must rush directly into the crowd- 
ed grand stand. He guided, however, so that 
it collided with the tier of boxes in front of 
the grand stand. Then the machine, its 
momentum checked by striking the frame of 
the stand, fell upon a crowd of people in front 
of the stand. 


Aviator in Milwaukee Hurt. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 30.—John Kaminzki, 
a Milwaukee aviator, had a narrow escape 
from death this afternoon when he lost con- 
trol.of his machine while coming down the 
racetrack at the state fair aviation meet 
preparatory to making his first public flight. 
His machine crashed {nto a fence, throwing 
the aviator with considerable force from the 
seat. His injuries are not fatal.

The University of Chicago has a mounted 
reptile’ 10,000,000 years old. The skeleton 
of the prehistoric creature was Unearthed 
by F. W. Williston of the university on a 
trip to ‘Arizona last summer.

PENROSE TURNS THE TRICK 


Taft Has Promised to Disapprove 
Measure; Conferees Plan 
Disagreement.

Washington, D. C., May 80.—[Special. |— 
Through the deliberate absenteeism of six- 
teen members of the old guard of the United 
States senate the Democrats of that body 
were enabled today to pass the bill revising 
the tron and steel schedule which originated 
in the Democratic housé of representatives. 
The vote was 35 yeas and 22 nays. 

The responsiblity for this astonishing piece 
of political strategy rests upon one progres- 
sive, Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, who 
is campaigning for the presidency, and the 
following regulars: 

Brandegee (Conn.), Lodge (Mass.), 
Briggs (N. J. ), Nixon (Nev.), 
Catron (N. M.), Penrose (Pa.),

Other Absences Explained. 

The absence of Senators Smith of Michi- 
gan, Kenyon of Iowa, Crawford of South 
Dakota, and Poindexter of Washington was 
satisfactorily explained by their colleagues. 
Through a juggling of pairs Senator Lorimer | 
was recorded in opposition to the bill, 

The Democrats voted as a unit for the 
measure, and one progressive, Gronna of 
North Dakota, joined them. Another pro- 
gressive, Poindexter of Washington, it was 
explained, would have voted for the bill had 
he been present. 

Five progressives—Borah of Idaho, Bourne 
of Oregon, Bristow of Kansas, Cummins of 
Iowa, and Works of California—took part 
with the following regulars in opposing the 
passage of the bill:

Penrose Master of Strategy. 

The master of the political strategy in 
which theregulars engaged was Senator Pen- 
rose, who walked in and out of the senate 
while the voting was in progress. As soon 
as the voting began the men he had desig- 
nated to absent themselves left the chamber. 

Ine Democrats charge that the regulars 

were unwilling squarely to meet the issue 
their bill presented. The same charge was 
made by Senator Cummins a few days ago 
in a speech he delivered on the floor of the 
senate. 
In taking this course the regulars were 
actuated by a dual purpose. They did not 
themselves want to appear on record in oppo- 
sition to the Democratic bill. They claim 
also that they desire to give the president a 
good excuse for vetoing this piece of tariff 
legislation. 


Taft Has Agreed to Disapprove. 

The Democratic bill, of course, d not 
comply with the Republican principle of pro- 
tection. The president has agreed to disap- 
prove it, so the standpatters will not have 
to worry over the prospect ofrevision during 
thie session. Had the Cummins bill been 
passed Mr. Taft might have signed it, be- 
cause this measure, while reducing the duties 
on fron and steel, still complied with the Re | 
publican protective principle. 
But even under such circumstances the 
president would not have gotten much credit 
for his action, for the reason that the meas- 
ure was framed by a progressive. 
The action of the regulars today dooms all 
tariff legislation during the present session. 
It is proposed by them to observe the same 
course with respect to the sugar, wool, and 
excise tax bills. The chemical bil} will be 
yoted down directly by the senate. 


Plan Prompt. Disagreement. 

In some circles apprehension is expressed 
that the action of the senate in amending 
the Demacratic iron and steel bill by a pro- 
vision calling the Canadian reciprocity 
law will provoke extended debate in the 
house and cause delay in adjournment. 

It developed, however, that the program of 
the leaders contemplates a prompt disagree- 
ment of the measure by thé conferees of the 
two houses and the rejection by the house of | 
the senate amendment. The senate will 
acquiesce in this action.

MILK PRICE BOOST 
THREATENS OITY 


Council Committee Hears of 
Scheme to Increase Price’ 
in Case the New Ordi- 
nance Is Passed. 


— 


TO TRACE THE BOOSTERS. 


Railroad Men Will Be Questioned 
Today on Freight Charges; 
Health Board Has Eye 
on Plan. 


Chicago ts facing a boost in the price of 
milk, if the pending pure milk ordinance is 
passed by the city council. The price now is 
8 cents a quart, only 1 cent lower than it ig in 
New York. New York has a much more 
stringent ordinance than the proposed Chi- 
cago measure and the milk 1s hauled 300 and 
400 miles, while the Chicago dairy region is 
at its back door. 

Members of the subcommittees of the coun- 
cil committee on health, whiclis considering 
the proposed ordinance, is interested in the 
modus operandi of the threatened boost, in 
the light of disclowures made before the sub- 
committee on Wednesday afternoon. It was 
charged there that the Bordem company fixed 
prices and that the Richmond Smith com- 
pany, acting as “ middleman,” forced the 
small dealers of the city to pay almost one- 
third more than the big dealers for the prod- 
uct which they have to sell for the same 
price to consumers. 


Say Ordinance Will Cause Raise. 


Although the big dealers have been repre- 
sented before the subcommittee at every 
hearing, none of these representatives have 
been ‘heard to threaten a raise in price, but 
the farmers and small dealers have reiter- 
ated that the alleged drastic provisions of 
the ordinance will mean a higher price to the 
consumer. 

If there is a price hoisting process after the 
ordinance passes, if it does get by. the coun- 
cil, Ald. Nance’s health committee will be 
able to lay their fingers upon the price boost- 
ing agency. 

Health Commissioner Young, who present- 
ed the ordinance, insists there are no pro- 
visions which the farmers cannot meet with- 
out extra expense. The maximum temper- 
ature fixed for the Chicago milk (55 degrees) 
he says can be maintained with well water 
and will not necessitate the use of ice on the 
“dairy farms. The pasteurization process, re- 
quired of moncertified farms, is not expensive 
enough to make an advance in the price of 
milk necessary, and the big dealers now pas- 
teurize their product and sell at § cents a 
quart. 


Question Railroads Today. 

The only excuse left for an advance in price 
is extra freight rate charges and Ald. Nance 
is going to have general managers of the 
Chicago railroads which haul milk into the 
city before his subcommittee this afternoon. 
They will be asked concerning any probable 
raise in transportation prices because of the 
terms of the proposed ordinance. The coun- 
cil committee believes the railroads can do 
their share of keeping the product at a rea- 
sonable temperature without additional ex- 
pense. 

At present the milk rates run from 18 cents 
to 18 cents a can for the Chicago hauls out as 
far as fifty miles. The dealers figure the 
average rate at 25 cents a hundred pounds. 
Representatives of the Richmond-Smith 
company yesterday repeated their denials of 
the day before to the charge of overcharging 
the small milk dealers. L. E. Ingalls, presi- 
dent, and Mrs. Grace Noee, secretary of the 
concern, could not be reached, but Daniel C. 
Moore, former secretary of the company. 
told of its business method when he left the 
concern almost a year ago. Mr. Moore cor- 
roborated statements made by small dealers 
that the big dealers purchased some milk 
through the company. The company when 
he quit, he sald, furnished milk to two-thirds 
of the small Chicago dealers. 


Tells How Agency Worked. 
“The Mix and Bowman companies bought 
some milk of the farmers through us then,” 
he said, but we were really only commis- 
sion merchants and the farmers pald us 
a charge of 2 or 8 cents a can for the milk 
we placed for them. I understand they pay 
8 cents a can altogether now. The dealers 
paid us no commission for milk they bought 
through us. The business was started as 
the result of farmers being swindled out of 
their milk by irresponsible dealers. We 
guaranteed the farmer his money, told him 
to whom to ship his milk, made the collec- 
tions, and settled with him. 

“The charge that the small dealers who 
buy through the company pay more than 
the big dealers for milk cannot be substan- 
tiated, I think. Of course the big dealers 
collect the milk at their country stations 
and pay the freight to Chicago. They pay 
the farmer less than the small dealer be- 
cause they stand the freight charges. I be- 
lieve the cost of transportation is practical- 
ly the difference in the cost of milk between 
the large and small dealers.“ : 

John Wendt, a representative of the small 
dealers before the committee, charged that 
while Bordens paid the farmers $1.26 2-8 a 
hundred pounds for milk it cost the small 
dealers $1.98 a hundred pounds. With the 
freight charge of 2% cents added to the 
Borden price, the big companies still have 
a large margin of profit over the ma milk- 
men, according to those figures.

PAPER WANTS PROTECTORATE. 


[BY CABLE TO THT CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVANA, May 380.—The burning of the 
bulldings of the Spanish-American Iron com- 
pany at Daiquiri, near Santiago, last night, it 
is feared, may cause intervention by the 
United States. The marines probably will 
land if indeed they have not already done 80. 

The succeseful attack on the iron com- 
pany’s headquarters at Daiquiri, which is 
only twenty miles from Santiago and within 
easy. comgmunication by telephone and rail, 
shows the inability of the Cuban authorities 
to protect American property, 

The company’s officers were promised last 
Friday that an adequate guard would be sup- 
plied for their property and yesterday they 
had a tug waiting at Guantanamo in re- 
sponse to the Cuban government's request to 
transport the defensive forces. They were 
informed at that time, however, that the 
forces would be sent overland, but they have 
not yet arrived. 

This failure of the governmend to send the 
troops was responsible for the success of the 
rebels in their attack last nigbt. They over- 
powered the seven guards and then set fire 
to the buildings of the American company, 
They also burned the company’s buildings ag 
La Playa. 

Ouban Promises Not Fulfilled. aq 

The Cuban foreign office has been profuse 
in ite promises ot protection to American 
| property, but it has not carried out these as- 
surances, primarily because it is not abie to 
do so, It hasn't got the requisite number of 
troops, and, moreover, the conduct of affairs 
at the front has been chaotic owing to the 
conflicting orders sent by President Gomes 
and Gen. Monteaguedo, the commander ia 
chief of the armed forces, who is now on the 
scene. 

The government ordered Gen. Mendieta te 
attack the rebels in force, while Gen. Montea- 
guedo sent word td awalthisarrival _ 
The government today tried to explain Gen. 
Mendieta’s delay in attacking the rebels under 
Estenoz and Ivonnet by saying he was forced 
to detach many of his men to protect foreigm 
property.

They not only worked out a scheme for 
balancing and controlling the machine, but 
they developed propellers for their machine 
on information which they had discovered 
for themselves. 


Prossure of Air Studied. 


Further than this and more important, they 
had to work out new tables, showing the 
pressure of the air against various surfaces 
at various angles. Without all this technical 
information, the collection of which was a 
task scarcely conceivable, they could never 
have solved the problem 

Rivals to the Wrights sprang up by the 
dozen—some of them lIike Henri Farman, 
Hubert Latham. and M. L. Bleriot adapting 
the Wright theory in whole or in part and 
making long flights. That of the last named 
across the English channel, which evoked so 
much enthusiasm in 1908, fairly surpassed 
that of Wilbur Wright in 1905, when in thirty 
minutes he traversed 24.25 miles. 


Rigid Test at Fort Myer. 


No machines anywhere else, however, un- 
dertook to comply with the standards met by 
Orville Wright at Fort Myer in July, 1900— 
the carrying of two men for more than an 
hour, with fuel capacity for 125 miles, and 
the attainment of a speed of forty-two miles 
over a country not specially selected for its 
available lending places and freedom from 
roughness. 

Early in 1909 Wilbur Wright went to France 
to experiment with hisairshipinvention with 
a possibie view to cisposing of it to the gov- 
ernment. His advent in Paris was hailed by 
scientists. who regarded him as one of the 
greatest invertors of modern times. 1 

Not long after his arrival in France and 
after he had made a few trial ascensions he 
became the social lion. People of promi- 
nence began to rival each other in their ef- 
forts to entertain in honor of the American. 


King of Spain Interested. 


King Alfonso of Spain took a particular 
interest in the Wright aeroplane. 

The Aeronautical society of Great Britain 
conferred its first gold medal on the Wright 
brothers in May, 1000. Speeches were made 
by Maj. Baden F. 8. Baden-Powell, Col. J. 
E. Capper, the war office’s aeronautical ex- 
pert, who referred to the Wright brothers as 
“unspoiled by public adoration,“ and de- 
chared that the nation which falled to keep 
pace with the flying developments might get 
badly left in war, and the chairman of the 
gathering, Edward Purkis Frost, who pre- 
sented the medal.

Parade Long and Imposing. 
The foreign visitors actually saw a larger 
crowd of spectators and fewer veterans in 
line of march than have ever participated in 
a Memorial day celebration in Chicago, The 
parade itself probably was longer and more 
imposing and resplendent than in former 
years, but three-fourths or more 
marchers were born long after the guns of 
Ghickamauga became silent and the black 
people were freed and the union again 
welded together. 
The thousand odd survivors of the civil war 
who marched formed only the nucleus of the 
parade which marched down Michigan ave- 
nue. They did not look as jaunty as did the 
veterans of the Spanish war and the strip- 
lings from Fort Sheridan and the youngsters 
of the national guard. Nevertheless the old 
boys assumed an air of youthful spryness 
under the inspiriting music of the drum and 
fife corps scattered through their lines. 


Old Tunes Young as Ever. 
Anyway, the tunes which the veterans had 
heard when they were young men were still 
as young as ever, and there was apparently 
nothing old or stale about the enthusiasm 
of the multitude along the line of march, 
which cheered them much in the same fash- 
ion as the crowds of half a century ago when 
they returned from the war. It was much 
the same all through, for the moment at 
least. 
Approximately 1,200 vetesans of the thirty- 
seven G. A. R. posts were in the line of 
merch, and only about 150 were in automo- 
biles. The cars did not seem to be popular 
with the old soldiers. Nearly a score of the 
vehicles lined up at Fourteenth stret and 
Michigan avenue and were driven away 
empty.

Following the promise of hie fellow judges 
of the Circult court that conditions at the 
Juvenile court will be bettered at once, 
Judge Merrit W. Pinckney has reconsidered 
his intention of leaving the child's court. 
| The appointment of a woman to act in the 
| Capacity of assistant judge and immediate 

alterations in the Juvenile Court building, 

making it more tenable, are to be the first 
_ Steps taken at his suggestion 

Judges Walker, Baldwin, and Petit have 
been appointed a committee to select an 
assistant for Judge Pinckney. The place 
will be offered on Monday to Miss Mary 
Bartelme, for sixteen years public guardian 
for the Probate court, when she returns 
from St. Louis. It is expected Mise Bar- 
telme will accept the place, as she has indi- 
cated she desired. to be relieved of her work 
‘at the Probate court. 

President Harry Pratt Judson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and Jane Addams of 
Hull house, who suggested the appointment 
of a woman assistant, have stood as spon- 
sors for Miss Bartelme. She will be ap- 
Pointed if she accepts. 


Asks to Be Replaced. 

Several months ago Judge Pinckney asked 
his fellow judges to appoint some one else 
to take his place on the Juvenile bench. 
Dissatisfaction with conditions and the in- 
vestigations of the court, which were going 
on, are said to have prompted this decision. 
Pressure was brought to bear on him, how- 
ever, by prominent men and women con- 
nected with the court, and at the meeting 
of the judges of the Cirecut court held on 
Wednesday Judge Pinckney announced he 
would remain at the court providing cer- 
tain changes were made. 

The work of Miss Bartelme, if she is ap- 
pointed, will be to investigate certain cases 
and report to Judge Pinckney, in fact, to 
act as a sort of master in chancery. This 
will allow many cases to be heard privately 
and. details distressing to childrea and par- 
ents will be kept from the ears of the court- 
room hangerson. 

Judges Baldwin, Petit, and Walker will 
go to the Juvenile court building today 
and make suggestions for the Naprovement 
of the structure. There has been much 
dissatisfaction with the building since it 
has been used by the court. 


Plan Changes in Building. 

A change suggested is the erection of an 

additional story, which will be used as the 
courtroom. The present room is dark and 
insanitary and, according to the judges, 
“has seriously affected the health of the 
judgea using it.” The three judges also 
Will select a possfble site for the new Juvenile 
court building, which the county commis- 
sioners have promised to construct within 
a year. 
We will ask Miss Bartelme to act as 
Judge Pinckney’s assistant, as soon as she 
returns to the city,” said Judge Walker 
„ “IZ understand she will ac- 
cept. We also will do our best to see that 
the present building is made more euitable 
until new quarters can be obtained.” 

Miss Bartelme Wil be appointed as a 
probation officer, but it is understood her 
salary will be increased by outside sub- 
scriptions until the county board makes an 
appropriation for the office.

It was found that he had received three rather 
ugly cute on the left side of the head. 

The feature from a racing standpoint was the 
drilMant riding of Don Johns. He won three races 
a ten mile, a five mile, and a twenty mile affair. 
He alwaye took the lead by the time the first turn 
was rounded and never was headed in any event. 
He lapped all his competitors in the twenty mile 
event and in the ten mile event he lapped one rider 
three times. In other words, in a tem mile event he 
finished more than three miles ahead of the last 
man. 

The only rider who made any showing against 
bim wes “ Shorty’’ Mathews of Chicago, who 
proved something of a hero himself. In five etarts 
Mathews finished first twice and was second three 
times. All hie seconds were to Don Johns. Next 
to Dom Johns he easily carried off the honors of the
